WASHINGTON — Israeli and 
Palestinian leaders failed in a two-day 
Washington summit to settle their 
explosive differences. President 
Clinton said the two sides will step up 
peace talks beginning Sunday with an 
American mediator on hand. 

“Please, please give us a chance to 
make this thing work in the days 
ahead,” Clinton said in a plaintive 
plea today to the feuding Israelis and 
Palestinians, whose differences erupt- 
ed last week in bloody violence. 

He stressed highest priority will be 
given to Hebron, the West Bank town 
where Israel promised — but has 
refused — to pull its troops away 
from Arab neighborhoods. 

“I wish we would have resolved 
everything in two days,” Clinton said, 
acknowledging the summit fell short 
of his hopes. 

“They were not able to resolve their 
differences here,” he said at a news 
conference. Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu of Israel, Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat and King 
Hussein of Jordan sat somberly 
behind him. 

“Let’s not overreact,” Clinton said. 
“We are in better shape than we were 
two days ago.” 

If bloodshed had persisted in the 
West Bank and Jerusalem, he said, 
“imagine where we would be now.” 

Pressed by a reporter to let Arafat 
and Netanyahu speak for themselves, 
Clinton offered both leaders the floor. 
Both smiled but declined. 

After the news conference, Clinton 
escorted Arafat, Netanyahu and 
Hussein to the South Lawn drive 
where the four posed for photogra- 
phers. 

Netanyahu vigorously shook 
Arafat’s hand, clasping it with both 
hands for several seconds. Clinton 
beamed. 

Arafat saluted Clinton before step- 
ping into his car. The president 
returned the gesture. 

Clinton said he would send Dennis 
Ross, the senior U.S. mediator, to 
Sunday's peace talks at Erez, a border 
crossing between Israel and Gaza. 
Abu Mazem, a senior adviser to 
Arafat, will represent the Palestinians. 
Dore Gold, who advises Netanyahu, 
will head the Israeli delegation. 

“Both the leaders pledged them- 


selves to become involved if neces- 
sary,’ Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher said. 

He, too, acknowledged the summit 
produced no agreement on substantive 
issues. But he urged reporters to bear 
in mind the peace process was at the 
brink of an abyss when Clinton con- 
vened the summit. 

Israeli-Palestinian talks on a so- 
called “final settlement” 
May but have made little progress. 
Among the issues on the agenda are 
the future of Jerusalem and a 
Palestinian demand for statehood. 

The blowup last week was sparked 
by Netanyahu’s decision to open a 
second entrance to a tunnel that winds 
along the Temple Mount, the site of 
Jewish and Muslim shrines. 

Clinton said the dispute was dis- 
cussed but no agreement was reached. 
“What I was trying to do was to get 
people together and say “let’s stop the 
violence.” 

“There was never an agreement 
when these parties came here to have 
substantive negotiations,” he said. 

_ The Palestinians again insisted on an 

immediate Israeli redeployment in 
Hebron, but Netanyahu turned the 
demand down as_ impossible. 
According to Israeli sources, he also 
insisted the agreement on the town 
reached three years ago be renegotiat- 
ed. 

Netanyahu later told a news confer- 
ence that he would be willing to 
implement Israel’s commitments, but 
only in a way that would not jeopar- 
dize the peace process. Peace, he said, 
“is Our compass, our map, our hope 
for our children and for the 
Palestinians, too.” 

Yasser Abd Rabbo, information 
minister for Arafat’s autonomous 
Palestinian Authority, said Israel’s 
refusal to deal with basic issues 
caused the talks to come to naught. “I 
think that this is a real setback,” Abd 
Rabbo said. “We hope there will be 
no consequences that will endanger 
the peace process.” 

Nabil Shaath, a top aide to Arafat, 
said: “There is no agreement about 
anything.” 

He said it was not an American fail- 
ure, but an Israeli failure. 

“President Clinton did his best to 
put the peace process back on track, 
but the Israelis wouldn’t let him,” 
Shaath told The Associated Press.

Fuhrman 
gets a fine, 
probation

LOS ANGELES Former 
Detective Mark Fuhrman pleaded 
no contest to perjury Wednesday for 
denying under oath at O.J. 
Simpson’s trial that he had used the 
word “nigger” in the past decade. 
He was given three years’ probation 
and fined $200. 

The charges and Fuhrman’s plea 
bargain came exactly one year after 
a mostly black jury voted to acquit 
Simpson, whose defense rested 
largely on allegations that the detec- 
tive led a racist police frame-up. 

It was Fuhrman who found one of 
the most critical pieces of evidence 
— the bloody glove in Simpson’s 
yard. But the detective became the 
prosecution’s biggest embarrass- 
ment after his past statements came 
to light. 

Fuhrman was charged with lying 
on March 15, 1995, when he agreed 
under cross-examination from F. 
Lee Bailey “that he had not 
addressed any black person as a 
‘nigger’ or spoken about black peo- 
ple as ‘niggers’ in the last 10 years.” 

Four defense witnesses contradict- 
ed that testimony, including an 
aspiring screenwriter who testified 
Fuhrman said the word at least 41 
times on tapes they made while 
working on a screenplay over the 
previous decade. Jurors were played 
one example of the word on the 
tapes. 

Fuhrman could have gotten four 
years in prison on the felony perjury 
charge. 

Superior Court Judge John 
Ouderkirk accepted Fuhrman’s plea, 
calling the deal “appropriate and 
fair.” 

He, wore a dark business suit and 
answered only, “Yes, your honor” 
today when asked if he accepted 
and understood his plea. 

Fuhrman retired after Simpson 
was acquitted and now works as an 
apprentice electrician in rural Idaho, 
where he will be allowed to serve 
his probation. 
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Clinton signs Samaritan food act into law 


, WASHINGTON — A measure encouraging restaurants, hotels and other 

establishments to donate food to the needy has been signed into law by 
- President Clinton. 

“Through food recovery and donation, Americans can share with the hungry 
-a portion of our country’s immense food resources that would otherwise be 
wasted,” Clinton said. 

The measure was signed late Tuesday. 

The Bill Emerson Good Samaritan Food Act, named for the late Missouri 
congressman who focused much of his career on hunger issues, will encourage 
donations by limiting potential civil or criminal liability. 

The main sponsor of the measure, Rep. Pat Danner, D-Mo., said fears of law- 
suits have forced businesses to throw away millions of dollars worth of food 
every year instead of giving it to charity. 

- Although some states already have similar laws, they vary and can act as 
‘another deterrent to food donations. 

“We need a reasonable, nationwide law regarding food donations that elimi- 
nates confusion and forges a stronger alliance between the public and private 
sectors in this nation,” Danner said when the House passed the bill last month. 


‘Law has little effect on breast cancer care 


BOSTON — Laws requiring doctors to tell breast cancer patients about alter- 
natives to mastectomies have had little effect on the kind of care women 
receive, a study found. 

At least 18 states have rules requiring surgeons to inform women about the 
possibility of breast-conserving surgery to remove just the lump. 

Surgeons once routinely treated all breast cancer by cutting away the entire 
breast. In the early 1980s, however, evidence began to accumulate that lumpec- 
tomy, combined with radiation, is safe and effective for small tumors. 

At first, many doctors were skeptical of the safety of this approach, but its use 
has increased steadily. 


Drug may reduce the risk of heart disease 


BOSTON — Millions of heart attack survivors with seemingly normal cho- 
lesterol levels should be put on cholesterol-lowering drugs to help them live 
longer, a study suggests. 

The study was conducted on 4,959 men and women at 80 hospitals in the 
United States and Canada. 

Up to now, these powerful drugs have been limited largely to people with 
seriously elevated cholesterol. But the latest research suggests thousands of 
deaths and repeat heart attacks could be avoided if the medicine, Pravachol, 
was also prescribed for heart patients with ordinary amounts of cholesterol in 
their blood. 

The patients were randomly assigned to get either Pravachol or dummy pills. 
Over the next five years, the Pravachol patients reduced their risk of dying 
from heart disease or suffering another heart attack by 24 percent. 

The benefits were especially impressive for women, their risk fell 45 percent. 


E. coli bacteria strikes Japanese school kids 


TOKYO — The bacteria that killed 11 people in a food poisoning outbreak 
this summer has infected 205 more people at an elementary school in northern 
Japan, a local health official said today. 

Iwenty of those infected have developed severe symptoms, such as stomach 
pain, diarrhea and bloody stools, said the official, who identified himself only 
by the surname Sato. 

Six children were hospitalized but all were recovering and should be released 
soon, Sato said. 

He said 198 students and seven school employees were infected with the 
O157 strain of E. coli in Morioka, 290 miles north of Tokyo. Contaminated 
school lunches were being investigated as a possible cause, he said. 

The bacteria occurs in the intestines of cows and is commonly transmitted by 
undercooked beef, poultry or contaminated water. It causes a severe flu-like ill- 
ness and diarrhea that can lead to kidney damage.

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Media responsible for polarization 


The debate over the Grand Staircase National Monument, this year’s cougar hunt in Utah, 
and other issues driven by strong ideology often have the effect of blinding and immobiliz- 
ing the public with controversy. It is too easy to polarize environmentalists against hunters, 
to polarize wildlife protection advocates against sports enthusiasts and ranchers. The real 
challenge comes in trying to find common ground or resolution that best serves the people 
of Utah as a whole, and not just special interest groups who claim to represent the public. 

For many, these issues have become so emotional, that looking at them through a similar, 
but not-so-close-to-home situation may help bring some perspective. The Make-A-Wish 
Foundation was formed several years ago, with the purpose of providing a last wish for 
children with terminal illnesses. Many children request a trip to Disney World or 
Disneyland for their families. Last year, 18-year-old Erik Haas, of Minnesota, diagnosed 
with terminal brain cancer, requested an Alaskan brown bear hunt’ with his dad. When a 
local newspaper picked up the story, animal rights groups immediately demanded that the 
request be denied. The issue quickly polarized with hunters on one side, animal rights 
activists on the other. The polarization became momentum for the hunters to make the trip 
happen for the young man. The local restaurant hosting Erik’s welcome home party after 
his hunt, received 43 bomb threats. 

Certainly, the media needs to accept responsibility for polarizing sensitive issues. The 
media often identifies the two most radical opposing views and reports on those. But we 
need to seek the common ground first. We need to see all viewpoints, not just polar oppo- 
sites. When we polarize any two groups, we make solutions difficult and even more unlike- 
ly the next time the two groups lock horns on an inevitable issue. If we can learn to focus 
solely on the issue at hand and seek common ground before polarization, we can find 
peaceful resolutions more often. 

Many in this state would argue that a cougar hunt this year is not warranted. Many of 
those same people would grant a dying young man’s wish for one hunt, to kill one bear, 
under very protected conditions. 

Most responsible Utahns would agree we need to preserve our natural resources and the 
beauty of our state. Most would agree we need economic stability throughout the state. 
Those two issues do not have to be diametrically opposed. The Grand Staircase Monument 
issue has been polarized, largely around who did it and why now? The main issues ought to 
be how to provide economic stability to the area, and if there is to be a Grand National 
Monument, how can the country provide the funding to sustain it? Our national parks are 
struggling with funding. 

We call on the media to bring out all perspectives on these and other tough issues — not 
just the most radical opposing views. We need to seek more representative solutions, more 
moderate sides as well as the extremes. The media can help do this by being more inclusive 


and representative instead of continuing to focus on the conflict.

Internet services in demand, hard to get

_ Servers. He ends his article stating that cam-_ 


pus computing services need to deliver on 
their increase in price, suggesting that to not 
_do So is inconsistent with the integrity of the 
university, What David Buer does not 
include in his article is that the problems are 
not the result of greedy people who run the 
computer services, but from too many peo- 
_ple wanting Internet technology at too low 
of a price. 

In the August 26 issue of Business Week, 
the article titled “Has the Net Finally 
Reached a Wall?”, it explains that BYU stu- 
dents aren't the only ones suffering from 
down servers. “Preventing blackouts may 
_ actually get tougher as online services ... run 
ever closer to the limits of their capacity. 
Outages at overburdened Internet service 
providers have already become dismayingly 
common.” Says one former Internet 
provider, “Maybe for the first time in the 
history of the Internet, the demand is 
exceeding the supply that technology can 
deliver.” 

The problem is not that the university’s 
Cougarnel is incompetent to prevent black- 
outs. The problem is that it is allowing far 
too many to connect to the Internet, and it 
has very nearly reached the limits of its 
capacity. | currently use three Internet ser- 
vice providers: America Online, Cougarnet, 
and NetUtah. Internet traffic between my 

_ NetUtah and BYU's server is so jammed, | 
have not been able to connect to a campus 
_web site for a month without using another 
internet service. Why do | have three? 
Cougarnet gets my e-mail for my on-cam- 
pus job. America Online fits me into BYU's 
_ Web sites, and NetUtah is the least expen- 
‘Sive way for me to surf the Internet from my 

_home PC. Technology simply is not increas- 
ing fast enough for the Internet to become a 
user friendly media. 

The Business Week article assures us, 
“The Net is hardly going to pieces. But the 
growing pains are so severe that stories 
about online screwups could easily carry 


this headline: ‘Internet Becomes Victim of 

Own Success’ - _ 
The underlying problem is that Internet _ 

service providers and those of us who con-__ 


_ ect to il are enjoying external benefits. We 


are not paying enough for the services we | 
are getting. For anywhere between $10 and 
$20 a month, we can connect to the Internet - 
for unlimited amounts of time and “blast the” 


_ Net with untold megabytes of data, voice, 


and video.’ This puts a strain on service 
providers and phone lines which have limit- _ 
ed bandwidth. On a highway, you simply _ 
cannot cram too many cars without causing _ 
a traffic jam or even a wreck. The informa- 
tion highway is no different. “Without 


_usage-based charges, seryice providers are 


called on to upgrade their infrastructure 
with no clear promise of a return on their 
investment. For that reason, today’s Internet 
is destined to collapse under its own weight _ 
.. It will reemerge, says Edmond Thomas, 
“but there will be a lot more tollbooths on 
that highway than there are now.” 

So who is paying for what we so flaunt- 
ingly enjoy? The phone companies. 
Business Week explains, “Big Internet ser- 
vice providers such as MCI 


_ Communications Corp. and Sprint Corp. 


have long accepted traffic from many of the 
smaller ones without demanding payment.” 
That practice is beginning to change as 
phone companies raise the standards for 
admission of Internet service providers. 
Those providers who fail to meet the stan- 
dards will pay. These changes will soon 
atfect the way Internet service providers, 
such as Cougarnet, charge us to connect to 
the Net. The trouble, states Business Week, 
is that no one really runs the Internet, and if 
the phone companies don’t put a leash on 
the Internet, the rising standards might. 
Bither way, what is bound to happen is that 
the “framework that people cooperated in 
before is collapsing, and a new framework 
has to emerge.” 
So to David Buer | would say, stop com- 
plaining about the increased price for using 
the Internet, the lack of control that the 
computer services have over it, and the long 
lines, and enjoy how little you pay for so. 
freely cruising the information highway 
now. Before long you will pay more; but _ 
hey, at least the lines will be shorter. .

A major exhibition called “The 
Illustrators’ Hall of Fame,’ featuring 
80 original works by elected artists, 
opens at the Department of Visual 
Arts BF Larsen Gallery, on the 3rd 
floor of the HFAC, October 3. 

The artists of the pieces are all elect- 
ed to the Society of Illustrators’ Hall 
of Fame. 

There are pieces by Howard Pyle, 
Norman Rockwell, Maxifield Parrish, 
N.C. Wyeth, Charles Dana Gibson 
and Frederic Remington, among 
many others. 

The exhibition is not comprehen- 
sive, but the majority of illustrators 
are represented.

1958, elected artists to its Hall of 
Fame for their “Distinguished 
achievement in the art of illustration.” 

According to a program, the Hall of 
Fame is truly the who’s who of 
American illustration, acknowledging 
famous names from illustration’s 
Golden Age and some of today’s most 
popular and respected illustrators. 

This is an interesting exhibition for 
the BYU illustration students. They 
have a chance to see original work of 
art and trace their roots. 

In addition, there are a lot of people 
who relate to illustrations, often more 
than those who are interested in more 
typical fine arts, said Robert Barrett, 
associate chair of the Department of 
Visual Arts. 

People are also into storytelling, and 
the exhibition contains story and book 
illustrations, magazine cover art, edi- 
torial work, advertisement, cartoon 
and caricature, Barrett said.

Cross country heads west 
for Stanford Invitational

BYU’s cross country teams aim to 
challenge host favorite Stanford at the 
Stanford Invitional on Saturday in 
Palo Alto, Calif. The BYU women’s 
team, currently ranked fifth in the 
national poll, and BYU’s 19th-ranked 
men’s team will race some 50 college 
teams, including No. 3 Stanford. 

Women’s coach Patrick Shane does- 
n't let the competition get to him. 
“Stanford is favored and is one of the 
best teams in the nation,” Shane said. 
“Their B team would be in the top 25. 
There is no pressure on us, so we will 
go out and race hard. Our goal is to 
go out and win and we’ll prepare that 
way.” 

According to Shane, the 43-second 
split between BYU’s first and fifth- 
scored runners is one of the team’s 
strengths. The Cougars placed four 
runners in the top five Saturday at the 
Mountain West Classic in Missoula, 
Mont. 

BYU runner Courtney Pugmire, a 


sophomore from Yorba Linda, Calif., 
was named the Western Athletic 
Conference cross country athlete of 
the week. 

Pugmire led BYU to a first-place 
finish at the Classic, finishing in sec- 
ond place individually in the 6,000 
meter race with a time of 21:27 to 
help the Cougars to their first place 
win. 

Pugmire is a two-time all-American. 
She won the steeplechase in the U.S. 
Olympic Trials and ran with the U.S. 
Junior Team at the World Cross 
Country Championship last March in 
South Africa. She has also won the 
WAC 5,000 meters in both indoor and 
outdoor track. 

Pugmire, BYU’s lead runner, will 
join with the same 12 racers who won 
in Missoula, if all goes well.

Brian Mitchell has started a career at 
BYU twice in his life, first as a col- 
lege football player in 1987, and then 
as a coach in 1995. He did not antici- 
pate being in Provo for either one. 

While attending high school in 
Waco, Texas, Mitchell said he had 
committed to attend Texas Tech, but 
was convinced otherwise by former 
BYU coach Claude Bassett. 

“T still wrestle with that decision,” 
he said of his decision to come to 
Provo instead of Lubbock. “It just 
seemed like BYU wanted me more 
than Texas Tech did. It came down to 
winning tradition, clean environment 
and then being a little more different 
than my buddies.” 

Although Mitchell chose to attend 
BYU, he did not exactly relish the 
Provo lifestyle, calling it the “most 
boring place on the face of the earth.” 
He said he quickly adjusted. to his 
new surroundings, however, and life 
in Provo taught him to be more cre- 
ative and develop new social skills. 

Mitchell, in his second year as cor- 

nerbacks coach, landed at BYU as a 
coach in the same manner he did as a 
player — without intending to. “I fell 
into it, stumbled into it, tripped into 
it,” he said. “I had no intention of 
coaching.” 
After completing his degree in clini- 
cal social work at BYU in the spring 
of 1995, Mitchell said he was on his 
way to Atlanta when former corner- 
backs coach DeWayne Walker left 
BYU for Oklahoma State. The fol- 
lowing Monday he went to talk to 
head coach LaVell Edwards about a 
proposal he had written regarding eth- 
nic awareness and, as they say, one 
thing led to another. He left the meet- 
ing with Edwards’s blessing on the 
proposal, and soon thereafter received 
the vacated coaching job. 

Mitchell admits that he is still learn- 
ing as a coach and is not ready — at 
least not riht now — to become a 
head coach. He said the only head 
coaching job he would want would be 
at his former high school. 

Edwards said Mitchell is doing a 
great job and could stick around as a 
coach for a long time to come. “He’s 
got a very good future with it if he 
elects to stay in it,” he said. 

While he may be in the learning 
stage as a coach, he knows the game 
very well from his past playing days 
— experience that he says has helped 
him teach his players. Mitchell added 
that he knows what is needed to be 
prepared to play each week, and that 
helps him prepare BYU’s cornerbacks 
more effectively. 

His experience and coaching hass 
made an impact on his players. 


“Coach Mitchell is the greatest , 


coach I’ve played for so far,” junior 
cornerback Omarr Morgan said. ‘‘He 
knows exactly what kind of prepara- 
tion we need.” 

Mitchell said Morgan and senior 
Tim McTyer make quite an. impres- 
sive combination at cornerback. He 
said that he would anoint them as 
BYU’s best cornerback tandem ever if 
it weren’t for the fact that they have 


only five games under their collective 
belts. However, he did admit that they 
may earn that title by the end of the 
year. 

One of the toughest things about 
about coaching, according to 
Mitchell, is recruiting, although he 
doesn’t blame BYU’s church affilia- 
tion. He said that it can actually be an 
asset because parents want their kids 
to attend a school with a good envi- 
ronment. 

Mitchell said that having.experi- 
enced BYU as both an ethnic and reli- 
gious minority has helped his recruit- 
ing efforts. He understand the con- 
cerns black athletes may have about 
being in the minority at BYU. 

“T can look a parent or a kid straight 
in the eye and tell them this is how 
it’s going to be,” he said. 

Mitchell’s BYU playing career 
spanned four seasons, from 1987 
through 1990. He started at corner- 
back his last 2 1/2 seasons and fin- 
ished his career with 13 interceptions, 
including one returned a school 
record 97 yards for a touchdown 
against New Mexico. He was a first- 
team All-WAC selection in 1989 and 
1990. 

He said his biggest thrill came in his 
senior year when he witnessed the 
birth of his first daughter on a Friday 
and then intercepted two passes 
against Colorado State the next day. 

After completing his senior year, 
Mitchell was selected in the seventh 
round of the National Football League 
draft by the Atlanta Falcons. ‘He 
played with the Falcons for three sea- 
sons (1991-93) where he was a team- 
mate of Deion Sanders. He said his 
time spent in the NFL was the most

physically and mentally demanding 
experience of his life, but called it a 
great jumpstart on life. 

Mitchell 
speaks passionately when he talks of 
his opportunity to play on the profes- 
sional level and what it takes to get 
there. 

“When you get there you’re just in 
awe because you’re playing with guys 
you looked up to when you were in 
college,” he said. “Then all of a sud- 
den you say, ‘hey I can fit in, I can do 
this,’ and your ego kicks in after that.”

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Utah’s welfare program Dole entourage visits ‘typical’ Ohio famf, 
influential across nation |

Utah's focus on harder-to-serve 
recipients in its state welfare pro- 
gram was influential to the new 


‘national welfare program, according — 


to a study done by The Urban 
Institute. C 

Utah has shifted its Job 
Opportunities and Basie Skills pro- 
gram (JOBS) from “education and 
training to more direct job place- 
ment,’ according to a study done by 
LaDonna A. Pavetti and Amy-Ellen 
_ Duke of The Urban Institute. 

The study stated that these new 
programs and projects have been 
_designed to give recipients training 
and opportunities to become more 
self-sufficient. 


This kind of change is what the — 


Work and Responsibility Act of 1994 
was looking for. 

Yet, according to the study, Utah 
found that these programs were inef- 
fective if the recipients were unwill- 
ing or unable to attend activities 
because they were dealing with men- 


tal health or substance abuse prob- 


lems. 

To achieve the goal of helping 
those harder to serve, Utah’s pro- 
gram has been tailored to the needs 
of their individual welfare recipients. 
Outlined in the study were the three 
‘strategies Utah developed to achieve 
this goal: 1) hiring more specialized 
case or “treatment” workers who 
carry lighter loads: 2) reviewing all 
cases that have been on assistance 
for more than six months: and 3) 
providing short-term treatment pro- 
grams for people with miner mental 
health problems. 


The study stated that Utah’s Family 
Employment Program has been suc- 
cessful because of its Universal 
Participation policy. Unlike most 
States that only provide job skills and 
placement to the most able persons, 
Utah also aids those who are physi- 
cally or mentally impaired. 

Maryann Stevens, the family 
employment programs regional spe- 
cialist, said the program wants recip- 
tents, “to get to the point where they 
themselves can increase income.” 

The Family Employment 
Program’s motto is to “increase fam- 
ily income through employment and 
child support.” They are aware that 
their emphasis on harder-to-serve 
recipients constitutes more work, 
time and money on individuals, but 
Stevens said government “shouldn't 
give up.” 

There has been much criticism of 
the Federal Welfare Program. 
According to “Welfare Reform: An 
analysis of the Issues,” edited by 
Isabel V. Sawhill, state politicians 
have felt that they did not have 
enough flexibility in designing pro- 
grams for their state, the public felt 
welfare discouraged work, and there 
have been accusations that welfare 
has weakened the family unit. 

Stevens said that Utah's new pro- 
grams have begun to rectify some of 
these problems. In the American 
Fork region 50 percent of those 
receiving some kind of financial aid 
are partially self-sufficient. _ 

“We feel we are impacting people 
in a positive way, Stevens said. 

The study stated that Utah asked 
for 47 waivers in four programs. 

“We're not tinkering here, we 
wanted to revamp, Stevens said. 


China’s ‘killer with a pen’ 
may be released Sunday

BEIJING — Yao Wenyuan was 
known as China’s killer with a pen 
when he vanished into prison 20 years 
ago. Back then, his trial and convic- 
tion were a sensation. 

The former journalist — expected to 
be released Sunday — was the word- 
smith in the “Gang 
of Four,” a contro- 
versial group 
behind many of 
the excesses of the 
OBO Ones Ons 6 
me] eer dal 
Revolution,” when 
millions of people 
were persecuted 
and killed. 

The group 
included Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung’s. wife, Jiang Qing, a 
former movie actress. Yao was the 
propagandist, manipulating China’s 
media to attack and vilify their ene- 
mies and rivals in government. 

“His weapon to kill people was the 
pen,” a government-run magazine said 
after Yao was convicted, along with 
the other Gang members, in January 
1981. 

Evidence at Yao’s televised trial 
included a diary entry in which he 
asked, “Why can’t we shoot a few 
counterrevolutionary elements? After 
all, dictatorship is not like embroider- 
ing flowers.” 

Yao was sentenced to 20 years 
imprisonment for persecuting officials 
and ordinary people in an attempt to 
seize power. The sentence was back- 
dated to the Gang’s arrest — Oct. 6, 
1976 — meaning he should be freed 
Sunday. 

Yu Zhihong, a spokeswoman for 
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China’s Public Security Ministry, con- 
firmed Yao is still in prison and said 
she was “sure he will be released 
when his sentence is complete.” 

When he is released, he most likely 
is headed for obscurity, a footnote to 
an era of violence and chaos Chinese 
leaders would rather forget. 

The Communist Party used the trial 
to close the book on the Cultural 
Revolution. 

By blam- 
ing the Gang of 
Four for much of 
the violence, 
Chinese leaders 
shifted attention 
from the role oth- 
ers played, includ- 
ing thousands of 
officials still in 
power. They want- 
ed Chinese to focus on rebuilding the 
nation and its economy, not examin- 
ing the party’s unsavory past. 
Discussion of the movement is dis- 
couraged. 

So what will the government do 
with a former firebrand like Yao? 

Zhang Zhong, one of two lawyers 
who defended Yao at the trial, 
believes he will be able to resume a 
normal life,.enjoying some of the 
fruits of reforms China enacted fol- 
lowing the Cultural Revolution’s 
upheavals. 

“He will come back to Shanghai,” 
Zhang, 71, said in a telephone inter- 
view. “Our country has a complete 
legal system now.” 

But Western scholars and diplomats 
in Beijing expect the government to 
keep Yao, now 65, shielded from view 
and from foreign reporters who would 
love to hear his insider’s stories of the 
Cultural Revolution.

At the insistence of the Dole cam- 
paign, nobody except the host family 
has been told in advance. Mrs. 
Disantis has even kept the visit secret 
from her mother, who lives two 
blocks away. 

Don Disantis, who teaches sixth 
grade, has phoned his principal to say 
he won't be at school but can’t say 
why. 

Even the volunteer drivers of the 
motorcade of vans and limousines 
winding through this leafy Cleveland 
suburb don’t know their destination. 

It is such a secret that there are no 
neighbors out when Dole and 
entourage arrive, although the neigh- 
bors may wonder why the Disantises 
are flying the U.S. and Ohio flags this 
morning. 

Everyone takes a seat at a plastic 
picnic table on the deck — Don 
Disantis, his wife, Jean, a homemak- 
er; married daughter Jessica Salesky; 
son-in-law David Salesky, a computer 
analyst; daughter Brianne, a high 
school senior; daughter Dreea, in

grade school; and grandson Mack, 15 
months. The governor of Ohio, 
George Voinovich, perches nearby on 
a picnic bench. 

On the deck above, peering down, 
are the people for whom this scene 
has been staged — TV camera crews 
with a boom microphone dangling 
from a pole, photographers carrying 
step ladders, reporters waving tape 
recorders. It will look great on the 
evening news or in the next day’s 
paper, campaign officials figure. 

After an awkward pause at the start, 
everyone at the table works at finding 
things to talk about. 

Dole brings up his tax cut plan. Mrs. 
Disantis mentions the increase in the 
minimum wage. She says there 
should be “more good-paying jobs 
that pay benefits.” Dole mentions tax 
provisions Congress has passed to 


help small business. Mack squirms on 


his grandmother’s lap, finally gains 
his freedom, wanders over to his dad. 

Dole clears his throat. 

“Is there coffee in that pot?” he 
asks. ; 

Disantis hastens to pour a cup. Mrs. 
Disantis asks if Dole would prefer 
cranberry juice. 

Nope, coffee. “Plain, half a cup.” 

He tells the family that he often has 
a morning cup of coffee at a place in 
Washington called Cup’a Cup’a. 
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in 18K gold and steel. 


Swiss made since 1848. 


Always busy, he says. 

Mack drops his drinking cup into 
the cranberry juice. Grandma fishes it 
out. Someone mentions that Jessica is 
expecting another child. 

Dole translates that into his tax cut 


plan. “Oh, another 500 bucks,” he 


says.
